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These estimates reveal a unique state of 
affairs amongst the F.E. Colonial Territories. 
Estimated Revenue is over double the pre-war 
revenue, a surplus of #1 million is estimated for 
the current year after meeting all special and 
extraordinary expenditure; and the total estimated 
surplus funds available at 31 December, 1947 will 
be £2,826,000 (£330,000). The one reason for this 
happy state of affairs is the revenue from oil 
royalties which accounts for two-thirds of the total 
revenue. The dependence upon one item of revenue 
is of course not entirely a healthy sign, but it is 
difficult to suggest any increase in other sources 
of revenue as long as the present happy state of 
affairs continues. 

The Governor General has approved these 
estimates in accordance with the arrangements agreed 
upon in our tel. of 11th October, 1946 (No.6 in 196 
file). 

There seems to be little point in sending 
these Estimates to the Treasury in view of the 
territory's strong financial position (The Treasury 
do mt appear to have troubled to answer our letter 
of 7th May on the 1946 Estimates). 

Subject to any comments of Mr. Ramage as 
regards the items of expenditure referred to in 
para. 2(c), and to any comments by Mr. Boss, we can 
acknowledge receipt of the despatch, note that the 
Governor General has approved the Estimates, and 
agree to the action referred to in para. 4 of the

With reference to your request for my views and figures 

for a five-years financial forecast in respect of this State, 
I have set-forth herebelow as briefly as possible the various 
factors which I have taken into account in making the forecast. 

Ze The forecast itself in terms of figures appears as 
Appendix 'A'. 

3e Based on the known factors I think I have given a fair 
forecast of the Revenue and Expenditure spread over the next 
five years. 


FACTORS :- 


(1) OIL. World supply is decreasing. Demand remains unless 
a new type of energy can be used (e.g. atomic). It is assumed 
oil will be source of energy for next five years. Therefore 
price ofoil should not fall. Therefore States' Oil Revenue 


cannot fall, provided geological forecast of fields is correct. 


Present output about 6000 tons per day. Target may 
reach 8000/10,000 sometime. I have taken 7000 tons per day to 
produce average revenue $4,000,000 per annum. 


Constructional Period of new refinery and road will be 
1948, 1949, After this period import of machinery and equipment 
should drop considerably. Duty on machinery is to be removed. 
Therefore potential loss of duty will be most marked in 1948, 1949. 


(2) REVENUE. New Tariff will not in itself produce more revenue 
(in my opinion), it will merely preserve the balance between in- 
creased rates of duty and the removal of items from the tariff or 
decreased rates of duty on various items. It should however in 
the long run contribute to the prosperity of the country by aiding 
and accelerating rehabilitation and thereby increase the spending 
power and ability to import more goods which in turn will produce 
more Revenue. Therefore we see a slow but definite increase in 
the general NON oil revenue. 


(3) EXPANSION. Excluding oil, the main directions in which 
expansion should take place among Revenue producing activities 
are: Municipal, Customs and Excise, Posts and Telegraphs. The 
Municipal revenue will increase as the new towns are gradually 
erected and the Posts and Telegraphs will follow the same trend 
plus an extra fillip from the Oil Company's expansion. But in 
neither case can the increase amount to a great deal, probably 
some $50,000 per annum. - 


Customs and Excise is explained above. 


Development in other directions such as Education, Agri- 
culture, Health, Police etc will produce no revenue. 


It is desirable that more roads be constructed to.assist 
developing the Forestry Department's schemes but it is doubtful 
whether the Public Works Department will be able to attempt or 
complete the scheme within this five years. Another problematic 
development is the erection of wharves and provision of harbour 
facilities in conjunction with the Oil Company's projected 
refinery at Muara Island. If the Company is permitted to have 
its own private wharves, a fee may be charged. In addition to 
this fee wharf and general harbour dues would be collected, if 
the State erected a wharf for public use. It is impossible at 
this juncture to make a sound estimate but it is quite obvious

that if. the’ State, has to-build: a wharf that a profit.will now be 
shown for considerably longer than five years. 


The Electrical Department should produce some revenue when 
the new plant is installed, but this may not be until 1950, at 
the moment it is run at a considerable loss. 


(4) EXPENDITURE 


(a) Staff must increase to keep pace with the State's 
development and rehabilitation. The Oil Company's projected 
schemes for trunk road, refinery, wharves etc. is on a grandiose 
scale. 


(b) Salaries. It is logical to assume that new Salaries 
Commission will ensure a general up-grading of all salaries. I 
eensider it is, unlikely chat E.c.L,A. wil ali Lor’ a-.coupie of 
years and then only gradually.

(7) P.W.EXTRAORDINARY. The P.W.D. is limited in its activities 
by labour, materials and technical staff. The State Engineer 
considers he will be fully occupied in re-building the destroyed 
towns over the next five years without branching out into other 
desirable schemes. In my opinion the Staff difficulties should 
and will be partly overcome but perhaps not until 1949 or 1950. 

I consider that prices will fall slightly in late 1949 and 1950. 
I have allowed for these factors, fall in prices and ability to 
cope with more work, As the towns are completed, so will more 
energy be available for other tasks and less proportionally will 
be required to be done. The expenditure curve therefore falls in 
the later years. 


(8) The foregoing factors when reduced to figures (see Appendix A) 
disclose a deficit in respect of non-oil revenue on a decreasing 
scale until 1952 after which I consider we can pay our way as 
regards P.#. and 0.C.A.R. from non-oil revenue.

It will be necessary and wise to amend the present fiscal 
policy to enable the State to meet this deficit and keep pace 
with its obligations to the Public and expansion and Prosperity 
of the State. I recommend that the State be permitted to earmark 
part of the-O11 Ht eee for this purpose on a sliding scale of 
approximately the following ratio:

With reference to the State's financial position 
and prospects, I enclose herewith the following statements 
for the second Quarter of 1947: 


a) Surplus and Deficit Account. 
b) Assewts and Liabilities. 
(c) Account of Cash Receipts and Payments. 


2. Revenue. The two main items paid into revenue were both 
received from the British Malayan Petroleum Co. and were in 
respect of Customs dutics ($200,000) and Oil Royalties ($233,000). 
This latter figure is disappointing as it was estimated that 
production would be larger in the first Quarter than it has been. 
This payment represents the royalties payable for the half-year 
ending 28 Pebruary 1947 and therefore includes the lower 
production months of 194.6. Production has stepped up considerably 
during this Quarter and should continue to do so. It follows 
therefore that higher revenue producing months will be at the 

end of this year but payment therefore will not be received 

until 1948. The next and last payment for this year will be 
made in September. The Oil Royalty actually received may there- 
fore prove to be considerably less than shown in this year's 
Estimates in spite of increased production. This will be 
accentuated by the fact that the new arrangement by which Royalty 
Will be paid in kind did not come into effect until 42 August. 
This arrangement almost doubles the rate of royalty but has 
become effective later than expected and will be reflected for 
only six weeks of the revenue received this year i.e. up to 

30 September. : 


3+ Revenue in general has exceeded expectations but this excess 
will probably be off-set by the recent legislation which exempts 
from import duty machinery and plant imported as replacements 
for similar materials destroyed or damaged during the war. 


h. Expenditure. There is nothing of exceptional interest under 
this head. The main item is $118,000 on account of P.W.Dept. 
This represents part of the erection programme. In general 
expenditure is going according to Wan but it is not yet certain 
that materials will arrive in time to complete all the Public 
Works for which Estimates were made. 


5. There has been a large payment. “below the line” amounting to 
some $308,000 in respect of the repayment of ash taken over from 
the BeM.sAe 
6. The prospects are sound. I am still of the opinion that after 
taking into consideration all the factors the State's budget 
will balance at the.close of the year.

ERE The British Resident has the following comments 
to make:- 


"(a) As regards Revenue, it appears from the 
British Malayan Petroleum Company's enormously 
increased programme of production that the 
revenue from oil royalties is likely to form 
at least two-thirds of the total revenue of 
the State and that as a result the revenue this 
year should be at least double that of the best 
year before the war. This will bring in its 
trein a considerable number of problems but the 
first and foremost problem is the stepping-up 
of public and social services to keep pace with 
the increased wealth and needs of the country. 
The principal difficulty in this respect is the 
recruitment of adequately qualified staff which 
in its turn depends upon (1) the institution of 
adequate salary schemes to attract people with 
the requisite qualifications and (2) the improve- 
ment of education to enable the people of the 
country to fit themselves for the increased 
responsibilities which will have to be shouldered. 


(b) As regards expenditure generally it has only 
been possible to make very rough approximations 

in respect of the. cost of: items of Special Expendi- 
ture and Public Works Extraordinary owing to - 


(i) the lack of knowledge in Brunei as to 
exactly what equipment is to be expected under 
the Brett Report and Young Report. No copy of 
the Brett Report has ever been received here; 


(ii) ignorance of the cost of items coming 
forward under the Reports mentioned in (i) above 
including freight, marine insurance, etc; 


(iii) the complete lack of price catalogues 
at present. 


In view of the above it is quite possible that 
as the year progresses it will be necessary to 
apply for supplementary warrants although I have 
allowed a reasonably generous margin taking into 
account the existing enhanced prices and labour 


/costs.

costs. There is also the present uncertainty as 
to what materials will be available in 1947 and it 
is possible that many of the votes will not be

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expended if the materials are not forthcoming. 
(c) As regards various specific heads of expendi- 
ture I submit explanations in respect of - 

(i) HH. the Sultan. The increase over the 
1941 Estimates is in anticipation of approval of 
the recommendations made previously. 


(ii) Ministers. This includes the appointment 
of Pengiran Bendahara which has been vacant since 
the death of the previous holder in 1943. nie. Sle: 
intended that a new appointment should be made this 
year. The vote also allows for an increase in the 
personal allowance of Pengiran Pemancha recommended 
previously. 


(iii) Agriculture. The item of g24,500 for the 
wet padi settlement scheme was provided at the time 
when there was a considerable amount of Displaced 
Javanese labour available and there was no indica- 
tion as to when these people would be repatriated. 
As it happened they were all evacuated at short 
notice. In view however of the serious rice 
shortage in this part of the world which appears 
likely to continue for at least another year I 
consider it essential that Government should take 
steps to encourage the production of rice as much 
as possible. In the circumstances now existing 
however it is unlikely that the whole of this sum 
will be spent. 


(iv) Education. This includes provision for 
absolutely essential improvements in the facilities 
and organisation of this Department if it is to 
meet the expanding needs and aspirations of the 
people of the country. Many of the recommendations 
contained in the Frisby Report, which is still under 
consideration, have been provided for including a 
sum of $10,000 as a first instalment towards the 
institution of a combined establishment at Seria as 
recommended by ir. Frisby. This scheme is, however, 
dependent upon the active co-operation of the 
British Malayan Petroleum Company. In this connec- 
tion I should mention that the General Manager of 
the Company is most anxious to co-operate and has 
submitted his recommendations to the Head Office 
in London from which a decision is awaited. 


(v) Land. The Special Expenditure of 148,450 
under this Head is mainly in respect of the acquisi- 
tion of land for - (1) The construction of a new 
hospital in Brunei Town to replace the one destroyed 
during the war. The old site was not very suitable 
as both the Medical Officer and State Engineer 


/considered wee.

considered it too low-lying, too exposed and too 
noisy, and moreover it is now required for other 
purposes in order to allow room for expansion 
under a new Town Planning scheme which has had 
to be prepared as the result of the total 
destruction of Brunei Town during the war. 

(2) The construction of a Trunk Road through the 
State by the British Malayan Petroleum Company. 


(vi) Public Works Extraordinary. There is an 
enormous amount of rebuilding and rehabilitation 
work to be done as the result of destruction and 
neglect during the war. The two main limiting 
factors to progress in this Department at present 
are (a) shortage of qualified personnel, (b) 
shortage of materials. 


(vii) Political Pensions (Appendix D). I have 


entered two columns, the first showing the pensions 
payable at present and the second those which I 
have recommended with effect from 1947." 


As regards sub-paragraphs c(i), c(ii) and c(vii) of 
these comments, I have approved the recommendations made by 
the British Resident for the increases in Personal Emoluments 
shown under the Head of Expenditure - H.H. THE SULTAN, the 
increase from $250 per mensem to $400 per mensem of the 
Personal Allowance to Pengiran Pemancha shown under Item 4 
Head 3 MINISTERS Personal Emoluments, and the increases in the 
Political Pensions, Item 1 Head 1, PENSIONS, RETIRED ALLOWANCES 
GRATUITIES, ETC., which are detailed in Appendix D. 


The Frisby Report referred to in sub-paragraph c(iv) 
of the comments was forwarded to you under cover of my tele- 
gram No. 28 Saving dated the 18th November, 1946. 


3. The British Resident also states that he is unable 
at present to propose any contribution in 1947 to the General 
Reserve Fund in spite of the estimated surplus as it would 
appear that there may be considerable further financial 
commitments which cannot at present be assessed. 


4, In approving the Estimates, I decided that the 
British Resident had acted wisely in not making any further 
allocation to the Reserve Fund at the moment in view of 
possible heavy commitments on the items detailed in the second 
paragraph of the Treasurer's statement and because of the 
possibility of the revenue being less than that estimated if 
the British Malayan Petroleum Company fails to produce as much 
oil as it expects.

A total surplus of $927,154 is shown in these Estimates. 
This is chiefly accounted for by Oil Royalties which amount to 
$2,000,000. Of this total there is (a) A surplus of $75,649 
from revenue from sources other than oil over expenditure on 
account of ‘Personal Emoluments' and ‘Other Charges' and 
(bd) A surplus of $850,505 from Oil Royalties over expenditure. 
on account of ‘Special Expenditure’ and ‘Public Works Extra- 
ordinary'. These facts are made clear in the attached 
statement. This is in conformity with the established policy 
in regard to Oil Royalties. 


In considering the amount, if any, that should be paid 
to Reserve Funds from the surplus, the following factors should 
be taken into account:— 


(a) Unknown probable expenditure 


Arrears of pay in respect of Japanese Occupation. 
War Damage Claims. 

Increase in High Gost of Living Allowance. 
Contribution to Expert Commissions and Secretaries 
salaries. 

Revisions of pay and in-crease in Establishments. 


In view of the probable large amount that may be represented 
by these factors I do not recommend that any payment be made to 
the Reserve Fund at the moment. 


It is estimated that the surplus of Assets over Liabilities 
at the beginning of 1947 is $833,324 ( as shown in the relative 
tatements). 


The position of the State therefore is sound and the prospects 
are good but any large unknown expenditure will ;have to be met from 
Oil Royalties as represented by the estimated surplus. 


It is obvious of course that the whole of the financial posi- 
tion of the State is dependent on the British Malayan Petroleum 
Company fulfilling the production programme as indicated to 
Government.

2. Revenue. The two main items paid into revemme were both 
received from the British Malayan Petroleum Cos and were in 
respect of Customs dutics ($200,000) and Oil Royalties ($233,000). 
This latter figure is disappointing as it was estimated that 
production would be larger in the first Quarter than it has been. 
This payment represents the royalties payable for the half-yaar 
ending 28 February 1947 and therefore includes the lower 
production months of 1946. Production has stepped up considerably 
during this Quarter and should continue to do soe It follows 
therefore that higher revenue producing months will be at the 

end of this year but payment therefore will not be received 

until 1948. The next and last payment for this year will be 
made in September. The Oil Royalty actually received may there— 
fore prove to be considerably less then shown in this year's 
Estimates in spite of inereased production. This will be 
accentuated by the fact that the new arrangement by which Royalty 
Will be paid in kind did not come into effect until 12 August. 
This arrangement almost doubles the rate of royalty but has 
become effective later than expected and will be reflected for 
only six weeks of the revemme received this.jyear ise. up to 

30 September. 


3. Revenue in general has exceeded pe, pape pr pas but this excess 
will probably be off-set by the recent legislation which exempts 
from import duty machinery and plant imported as replacements 
for similar materials destroyed or damaged during the war. 


4. Expenditure. There is nothing of exceptional interest under 
this head. The main item is $118,000 on account of P.W.Dept. 
This represents part of the erection programmes. In general 
expenditure is going according to pan but it is not yet certain 
that materials will arrive in time to complete all the Public 
Works for which Estimates were made. 


5 There has been a large payment “below the line” amounting to 
some $308,000 in respect of the repayment of mash taken over from 
the BeMeAs 

6. The prospects are sound, I am still of the opinion that after 


taking into consideration all the factors the State's budget 
will balance at the close of the year.

2. Revenue. The two main items paid into revenue were both . 
received from the British Malayan Petroleum Co. and were in 
respect of Customs duties ($200,000) and Oil Royalties ($233,000). 
This latter figure is disappointing as it was estimated that 
production would be larger in the first Quarter than it has been, 
This payment repressnts the royalties payable for the half-yaar 
ending 28 February 1947 and therefore includes the lower 
production months of 196. Production has stepped up considerably 
during this Quarter and should continue to do so. It follows 
therefore that higher revenue producing months ‘will be at the 
end of this year but payment therefore will not be received 
until 1948. The next and last payment for this year will be 
made in September. The Oil Royalty actually received may there- 
fore prove to be considerably less than shown in this year's 
Estimates in spite of inereased production. This will be 
accentuated by the fact that the new arrangement by which Royalty 
Will be paid in kind did not come into effect until 12 August. 
This arrangement almost doubles the rate of royalty but has 
become effective later than expected and will be reflected for 
enly six weeks of the revenue received this:year’ i.e. up to 
30 September. 


3. Revenue in general has exceeded expectations but this excess 
will probably be off-set by the recent legislation which exempts 
from import duty machinery and plant imported as\ replacements 
for similar materials destroyed or damaged during the war. 


4. Expenditure. There is nothing of exceptional’ interest under 
this head. The main item is $118,000 on account of P.W.Dept. 
This represents part of the erection programme. “In general 
expenditure is going according to pan but it is not yet certain 
that materials will arrive in time to complete be bs Public 
Works for which Estimates were made.

some $305,000 in respect of the repayment of ash ‘taken over from 
the B. M.A. 


6. The prospects are sound. I am still of the aa that after 
taking into consideration all the factors the State's budget 
Will balance at the close of tne year.
